The concept of the “antipodes”, 
which was current in the days of St, 
Augustine and later, was very crude, 
Those who held it believed that the 
people, on the opposite side of the 
earth, walked upon the ground like 
fies upon a ceiling. Gravitation act- 
ed upon them in exactly the opposite 
fashion from the manner in which it 
acted upon folks on the “right” side 
of the planet. The teachers of this 
theory held that the race of the ants. 
podes was not descended from Adam, 
thus denying the unity of the human 
family so stronely asserted by St. 
Paul. They also asserted that the 
same sun, Which shone upon the 
“right” side of the planet, did not 
lighten the sinister side, Those, who 
have read Eliphas Levi's “Transcends 
ental Magic,” will recognize the con- 
cept as a kabbalistic, and not a eos. 
mological, one 

All this becomes very clear, when 
the letter of Pope Zachary to St. Bon- 
iface (May 1, 748), referring to Ver- 
gilius, is studied. Among the alleged 
errors of Vergilius, the Pope mentions 
his teaching “that beneath vha earth 
there was, another world, and other 
men, another sun and moon.” The 
Church was interested only in the 
theological aspects of this theory, to 
wit, its implication that there were 
some men not descended from Adam, 
a sort of antipodal race of beings with 
sunctions and a nature the direct re- 
verse of the human family. The theo- 
ry of the “antipodes” also implied that 
there were some men who had not 
been redeemed by Jesus Christ. Ver- 
giius was, after this, the Bishop of

“KEEP IT UP AE SUMMER 

With the approach of nice weather it sees that the prac- 
tice of reading the Catholic paper on Sunday declines among 
many people. 

This probably because many persons do not go directly 
home from Mass on Sunday, or because they have no overcoat 
or wraps in which to conceal the paper as they do go home 

But spasmodic reading spells will never do much good. 
To get real benefit from an instructive paper or periodical 
every issue should be read. We wish that Catholic priests gen- 
erally—and the people also—understood this just one-half 
much as we do here in the office of publication. Every mail 
brings us letters from some people whq seek information con- 

‘rning matters that were quite well treated in the paper two, 
or three, or four weeks previous or even on the very last Sun- 
day. . 
We always carry some serial instructions, and the very 
information which might be most beneficial to a great many 
readers, is the very piece which they miss. 

May we not, therefore, ask that some member from each 
family take home OUR SUNDAY VISITOR every Sunday’ 
If it be not read on the day itself let it be read some time dur- 
ing the week. Then if it contains information which will 
likely become serviceable at some future time, let the Catholic 
file it away for later reference. 

Occasionally a reader will write us to tell that this or that 
article is just a little too heavy or dry, and no one realizes it 
more than we ourselves do. But we feel that at least one arti- 
cle should appear in the paper for the benefit of the student 
and the priest. Our series of articles on the Syllabus of Pope 
Pius IX, for instance, may not be very interesting, yet with 
the help of the information that it contains, nearly all the 
calumnies of our enemies can be refuted. Anti-Catholic pro- 
paganda is based, to a very great degree, on the condemned 
propositions contained in that Syllabus. 

Form an OUR SUNDAY VISITOR reading habit, and 
see that your pastor will not have to order fewer papers for 
his parish during the summer.

THE RELIGIOUS COMPLEXION OF CONGRESS 


Be easy! Our country is “saved”! Fears, that the Cath- 
olic Church was about to gobble up our government, may now 
be retired to rest. The results of the survey recently made by 
the Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public Morals of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, which enjoyed wide public- 
ity in the press, show that, out of a total membership of 435 
in the House, there are only 32 Catholics, and, out of a total 
membership of 96 in the Senate, only are Catholics. It 
would not seen, therefore, that Catholics hold “from 65 to 85 
percent” of all offices under our national government. 

Indeed, the proportion of Catholic representation, to the 
whole, is only a little more than 6 percent, while one church 
alone, the Methodist, has quite 22 percen‘ of Congress. The 
last religious census shows a total Methodist population (all 
Methodist denominations) of 8,804,948 and a total Catholic 
population of 18,104,804. When the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that the total membership of all the denominations 
in the United States does not exceed 45,000,000, it would seem 
that the Methodists, especially, are getting quite their share 
of the representation, while the Catholic atrength in Congress 
is a most insignificant figure. 

The astonishing testimony of these figures is that 
non-religious portion of America, which is composed of the 
great majority of the population, has a representation in Con- 
gress only slightly Higher than tnat of the Catholic and very 
much lower than that of one single denomination, the Metho- 
dist Church.
